But 
he was of a very different mind with refpec&t to the 
late ftamp-duties, which being impofed on fuch ar 
ticles as gloves and-hats, mutt always be liable to 
con(tant evafions; and that the difpolition to evade 
them was fo generally prgvalent,.nced not in the 
lealt be wondered at ; for confidering the impofition 
of the fhop-tax in addition to every other burthen, 
it was a fpecies of cruelty, it was a degree of /hop- 
lifting, to be guilty of taking: away a ftamp with a 
pair of gloves.

The manner 
in which they took the duty, on pott-horfes, and 
confolidated it with ftage-coaches, was not only in 
accurate, but ¢learly fallacious. And as the poft 
horfe duty was found to encreafe in the country, 
they took ir for granted: that it mutt do the fame in 
town ; and, in continuation of the fyftem, finding the 
duty on ftage-coaches encreafe in town, they related 
it as alfo encreafing in the country, and drew their 
average from the fallacy of both {tatements : Where- 
as the real fact was, that inftead of 500,000 {. at 
which they eltimated the future produce, it could 
not be fairly taken at more than 20,0001. The 
report made an equal proportion between the en- 
creafed amount of the medicine-tax in town and 
country ; whereas the fac was, that in the country 
there mutt be a very confiderable deficiency, as the 
articles, fince the late duties, are purchafed here by 
agents, and fold only by commiffion in the country ; 
{o that inftead of 30,000]. if that tax produced 
13,000 |. it would be the moft. : 

Thus fat the Committee proceeded without much 
contra@tion of their hopes, or fetting any bounds to 
their expeftatjons. ‘The utmott fcope. was given to 
the moft faaguine promifes, and the year 1 791, te 
prefented as the golden year, when that which was 
now only an average calculation, would be a fixed 
and determinate income. It was the period when 
the revenue was to come of age, and the people of 
this country were to enter the lard of promife. It 
was neceflary, however, before the delution was per- 
feat that our difburfements fhould be placed oa fo 
fnederate a footing, as to give effect to the furplas 
which at this happy period was to be produced. For 
this purpofe, the calculati.ns were not made from 


fatings which had already taken place, or maft ne 


ceflarily do fo,“but every lasitude of fuppofition ta 





bee. and. s taken from fuch uncertain re 


{timated which muft depend on the iffue of a militia 
bill now before the Houfe, and retrenchments to be 
made in the expence of calling out the militia {re- 
quently, though contrary to the exprefs opinions of 
the moft intelligent perfons who came forward on 
that fubje&.. ‘They next reckoned on favings to be 
made inthe ordinaries asd extraordinaries of the 
navy, by the falling in of penfions, half pay, &c.

It 
was of all others, perhaps, the moft fallacious ca)- 
culation, to reckon on favings in the deparrment of 
the navy. The policy of this country was to keep 
om at Icaft with the naval power of its neighbours. 
he expence of doing this did not depend on avera- 
ges.and calculations made by a Committee, and it 
‘was not very probable that the encinies of this coun- 
try would fuffer it to retrieve the decay of-its finan- 
ces, by making any retrenchment in its naval efta- 
blifhments. If, indeed, we had fuch naval allian- 
ces as might affi(t us in any future conreft, it might 
not be abfurd'to think of fome relaxation in our na- 
val exertions. But having now only one enemy, 
naniely, the whole world, that fole defence on 
which we could with any confidence depend, fhould 
not be made the object of favings and retrenchment. 
On this article he was convinced they calculated ye.
